Why Not Raise Citrus Fruit 
In Your Own Backyard!

Most any Californian can 
grow and enjoy some of the 
world's finest citrus fruit 
right in bis own backyard. 
Any Californian who cares 
about preserving a wonder­ 
ful tradition should do just 
that. For who knows how 
long the big commercial or­ 
chards can withstand the 
threat of subdivision?

Refore running out and 
ordering the first citrus that 
come- to mind, however, re­ 
member thnt certain varie­ 
ties are better adapted to 
some areas. Southern Cali­ 
fornia ns can grow most any 
citrus fruit they care to, if 
they live -far enough from 
the coast.

But f a r t h e r north   
around San Francisco - Bay 
and other coastal spots   
the choice may be limited to 
lemons, limes, or mandarins. 
Oranges seldom ripen fully 
in north coastal gardens and 
grapefruit never does. Most 
cifniK do very well in the 
Central Vallev.

The varieties Eureka and 
Liston are standard lemons 
of commercial orchards and 
bear equally good crops in 
home gardens. Meyer lemon 
is widely adapted and bears 
exceptionally heavy crops  
it is most commonly found 
in dwarf form   - but it is 
quarantined in some coun­ 
ties and the gardener should 
always check with a local 
nurseryman before planting 
it.

Limes are only slightly 
behind lemons in their dis­ 
tribution over the state. 
Seedless lime has the wid­ 
est adaptability, but many 
gardeners prefer the smaller 
Mexican limes when frost is 
not an annual threat.

Of the oranges. Washing­ 
ton or Robertson Navels are 
the standard winter crop­ 
ping varieties, while Valen­ 
cia fa the spring-summer 
favorite.
